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Koch Focused On 
New Squantum School 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

With Quincy’s new mid- 
dle school set to open later 
this year, Mayor Thomas 
Koch is optimistic state of- 
ficials will begin to-work to 
with the city on plans to re- 
place the century-old Squan- 
tum Elementary School. 

The Squantum Elemen- 
tary School on Huckins Av- 
enue first opened its doors 
to students in 1919. The 
building was subsequently 
expanded to accommodate 
more students. 

Koch has identified re- 
placing the Squantum El- 
ementary School as the top 
priority for the city — after 
the: replacement of Sterling 
Middle School — for sev- 
eral years. The city submit- 


ted statements of interest to 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority in recent 
years, the first step in secur- 
ing state funding for the re- 
placing or renovating school 
facilities; state officials have 
yet to advance the project 
past that preliminary stage. 

The mayor said he would 
ask the City Council and 
School Committee to ap- 
prove a statement of interest 
once again this year. 

“We will be entering the 
process again,” Koch said. 
“We're getting into the time 
of year where you go in and 
request, so I’ll be requesting 
from the School Committee 
and the City Council votes 


once again to enter Squan- 
tum School into the school 
replacement program with 
the SBA.” 

With the South-West 
Middle School — the re- 
placement for the Sterling 
Middle School — set to open 
this year, the mayor said he 
expects the MSBA will take 
a Closer look at the Squan- 
tum Elementary School this 
time. 

“I'd like to think so,” 
Koch responded when 
asked if the MSBA would 
be more likely to advance 
the Squantum Elementary 
School project with the new 
middle school set to open.

The number of deeds 
and mortgages recorded in 
Quincy both decreased. in 
2018 compared to the previ- 
ous year, mirroring a trend 
séen across all of Norfolk 
County, while the average 
sale price in both the city 
and county increased. 

William O’Donnell, the 
Norfolk County register of 
deeds, said the total number 
of documents recorded by 
his office — including deeds, 
mortgages, mortgages dis- 
charges, variances and other 
records — decreased both in 
Quincy and countywide last 
year compared to 2017. 

“Total document  vol- 
ume for the whole year was 
down countywide as well as 
in Quincy,” O’Donnell said

in a recent interview. 

In Norfolk County, 
O’Donnell’s office recorded 
141,159 documents in 2018. 
That’s down i1,768 or 8 
percent from the 152,927 
documents recorded in 
2017. The decline in Quincy 
was even steeper, with to- 
tal documents going from 
38,312 in 2017 to 34,345 in 
2018, a drop off of 3,967 or 
10 percent. 

The number of deeds 
recorded countywide de- 
creased from 18,533 in 2017 
to. 18,124 last year, a drop of 
409 or 2 percent. In Quincy, 
the. number -of deeds re- 
corded in 2017 was 4,582. 
That number decreased 119, 
or 3 percent, to 4,4,63 in 
2018. O’Donnell noted the 
numbers of deeds recorded 
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decreased less than the total 
document volume. 

“Deeds were down at a 
lesser percentage than the 
total volume,” he said. 

Mortgages were also 
down in Quincy and the rest 
of Norfolk County. In the 
county, 24,503 mortgages 
were recorded last year, 
compared to 27,563 the pri- 
or year — a decrease of 3,060 
or 11 percent. In Quincy, the 
number of mortgages went 
from 2,975 in 2017 to 2,607 
in 2018, a drop off of 368 or 
12 percent. ;

A proposal to construct 
a new home for the Quincy 
Fire and Police Departments 
and several other city agen- 
cies at a cost of up to $80 
million could go before the 
City Council this spring, 
Mayor Thomas Koch said in 
a-recent interview. 

Meanwhile, the mayor 
said city officials would 


need to start thinking about 
replacing or renovating the 
all-glass City Hall annex 
building within the next 
decade. The future of that 
building could be tied to 
plans for the Quincy Center 
MBTA station. 

The City Council in 
2017 approved a $500,000 
study on the feasibility of 
constructing a new public 


safety headquarters in the 
vicinity of the present police 
station at 1 Sea St. Koch, in 
a recent interview, said he 
could present plans for the 
new building to the council 
as soon as this spring. The 
building would provide a 
new home for the Police 
Department and the Fire 
Department, though it re-

Gutro Explains Vote 
Against Transferring 
Control Of Stadium 
From Schools To City

The Quincy Park Depart- 
ment now has full control 
and management of Veter- 
ans’ Memorial Stadium. 

On Jan; 9, the school 
committee voted 5-1 to 
transfer control of the sta- 
dium from the school de- 
partmént tothe park depart- 
ment. Douglas Gutro cast 
the dissenting vote. Vice 
Chairwoman Emily Lebo 

_was absent. ( 

Several weeks ago, 
school officials proposed 
transferring control of the 
stadium, explaining that 
the park department is bet- 
ter equipped to maintain the 
facility. City Solicitor James 
Timmins drafted a provi- 
sion that, under the park 
department control, the park 
and recreation board would 
have oversight authority and 
Quincy school teams would 
have priority when it comes 
to scheduling sports events 
and the school department 
will keep ticket sales rev- 
enue from school athletic 
games. 

“The language agreed 
upon, drafted by the city 
solicitor, ensures the school 
department continues to get 
first preference for Veterans’ 
Stadium events,” said May- 
or Thomas Koch. 


Gutro explained _ that 


he opposed supporting the 
proposal since he had not 
received information he re- 
quested several weeks ear- 
lier relative to assurances 
that Quincy school teams 
had priority at the stadium. 

“To date, that informa- 
tion has not been provided,” 
he said. “You had six weeks 
to do so.” 

Koch said he was of the 
understanding that the city 
solicitor’s provision would 
assuage Gutro’s concerns 
about the Quincy school 
teams’ use of the stadium. 

“T didn’t think any more 
information was needed 
where it’ (city solicitor’s 
provision) was part of the 
vote,” Koch told Gutro. 
“Tt’s the tradition and policy 
of the park and recreation 
board, which is made up 
of nine members, one of 
which is a school committee 
member (Paul Bregoli), that 
schools come first. We have 
all kinds of fields across the 
city that our school sports 
use and never seemed to 
have an issue. It is a tradi- 
tion: that will be followed 
once the language is put in 
by the solicitor to put a little 
highlight on that.” 

At a previous meeting, 
Gutro had expressed con- 
cern over the city’s agree- 
ment with the Boston Can- 


nons lacrosse team that is 
making Veterans’ Stadium 
its home field this upcom- 
ing summer. He wanted the 
contract with the Cannons to 
spell out that Quincy schools 
have first scheduling rights. 
Gutro also wanted park de- 
partment documents refer- 
ring to Quincy’s priority use 
of the stadium. 

Bregoli. told Gutro that 
Recreation Director Barry 
Welch was trying to find the 
park department’s schedul- 
ing documents. 

“He is researching as far 
back as 1963 trying to find 
language that was put in 
place,” said Bregoli. “He’s 
still looking for that. It’s not 
that it’s being ignored, it’s 
just hard to find.” 

On a roll call vote, the 
transfer was approved. 

In early December, the 
city entered into a multi- 
year agreement with the 
Cannons to play eight home 
games each summer begin- 
ning in June. Koch had pre- 
viously stated that the team 
would be playing when the 
stadium is not in use and 
therefore, would not inter- 
fere with Quincy events 
there. 

The mayor had also said 
that the city is in negotia- 
tions with the Cannons to 
have the organization fund

infrastructure improvements 
at the stadium, including 
new bleachers, locker rooms 
and scoreboard. Addition- 
ally, the city is proposing to 
have the Cannons sponsor 
youth and the high schools’ 
lacrosse teams. 

This fall, the stadium 
got a facelift when a new 
‘synthetic turf field was in- 
stalled. 

Opened in 1938, the 
stadium seats 3,000 and 
was built under the Works 
Progress Administration by 
the authority of the Quincy 
School Committee. The 
land was part of the Merry- 
mount Park donation to the 
city by Charles Francis Ad- 
ams in 1885. 

In other matters, Quincy 
Choral Boosters President 
Dianne MacDonald request- 
ed that an additional choral 
teacher be hired. Address- 
ing the committee during 
its open forum, MacDonald 
explained there is one choral 
teacher that is split between 
the two high schools that is 
precluding students from 
having enough singing op- 
portunities. She said this 
limits the teacher in holding 
classes to just one or two 
periods. 

“There is one choral 
teacher bouncing between 
the two schools,” she said. 
“Tt’s impacting the pro- 
gram.” 

MacDonald said an ad- 
ditional choral. teacher for 
both high schools would al- 


low the program to expand. - 


“Weare hoping you 


_can consider looking at the 


budget this year and possi- 
bly allocating some money 
to help support the choral 


program at the high school . 


level to give our kids the 
well-rounded education and 
support they deserve,” she 
said. 

Quincy School Supt. 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro 
notified the committee” that 
the districts’ principals are 
working with school Safety 
and Security Director Mi- 
chael Draicchio and the 
Quincy Police relative to the 
placement of panic alarms 
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Chapter 266 of the Acts 
of 1936, authorized the 
Quincy School Committee 
to take the park land located 
at 850 Hancock St., now 
known as Veterans’ Stadi- 
um, by eminent domain. 

The Act said the School 
Committee shall have full 


‘and exclusive control and 


direction thereof. The act al- 
lowed the School Commit- 
tee to ensure public school 
related games, and events 
would always be a priority 
for schedule, and authorized 
the committee to charge an 
admission fee if a school un- 
der its jurisdiction were par- 
ticipating. Back in the day, 
admission fees were a good 
source of revenue for the 


School Department. Today, : 


not so much. 

Last week, the Quincy 
School Committee voted 5-1 
to transfer control of Vet- 


erans’ Stadium to the City 


of Quincy. I was the sole 
vote against it. This fall, the 
mayor introduced a resolu- 
tion before the School Com- 
mittee, stipulating that the 
School Committee “hereby 


assigns to the Park Depart- 


ment of Quincy the full and 


exclusive right of control - 


and direction to Veterans’ 
Stadium,” while allowing 
the right under the Acts of 
1936 to charge admission 
in connection with school 
events. The resolution said 
nothing about Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools getting priority 
scheduling. 

In November, I asked to 
amend the resolution to in- 
clude that language and the 
committee did so. During 
deliberations, we learned 
through newspaper accounts 
that the Boston Cannons 
professional Lacrosse team 


has reached a “multi-year” 
agreement for the use of the 
stadium for home games.” 
The Cannons’ decision to 
call Quincy home is a good 
thing for Quincy. 

The challenge is ensur- 
ing Quincy Public Schools 
remain a field scheduling 
priority. Having served as a 
city councillor, I understand 
that a resolution is a wish or 
opinion. Once the School 
Committee relinquishes 
control of the stadium, it has 
no say or voice on matters 
relative to field scheduling. 

While the Park Depart- 
ment does a terrific job 
maintaining fields and sup- 
porting school sports, I 
wanted assurances that writ- 
ten policies and procedures 
were in place to ensure 
school use as the top priori- 
ty. More than a month ago I 
asked for a copy of the Park 
Department’s field schedul- 
ing procedures as well as 
a copy of the contract be- 
tween the City of Quincy 
and Boston Cannons so that 
we would have the confi- 
dence that schools would 
always take precedence on - 
field scheduling. 

Despite multiple _ re- 
quests, neither _document 
was provided to the School 
Committee by the date of 
the school committee vote. 

Ronald Reagan said, 
“Trust, but verify.” While 
I believe this mayor has 
the interests of the schools 
at heart, I believe it impor- 
tant for future generations 
to have written assurances 
that Quincy Public School 
events will always take pre- 
cedence for scheduling at 
Veterans’ Stadium.

Mayor Thomas Koch 
will deliver his annual State 
of the City Address on Mon- 
day, Jan. 28, inside City 
Halt. 

This year’s State of the 
City will begin at 11 a.m. 
The event will take place 
inside the Great Hall on the 
second floor of the James R. 
McIntyre Government Cen- 
ter (Old City Hall) at 1305 
Hancock St. in Quincy Cen- 
ter. 

Koch, in a recent in- 
terview, said the . speech 
would reflect on his admin- 
istration’s accomplishments 
while also looking forward 


to the future. 

“We'll talk about some 
areas, how far we’ve come, 
why Quincy is such a spe- 
cial place. Talk a little bit 
about this coming year and 
we’re we want to be,” the 
mayor said. 

Koch, who is up for re- 
election in the fall, ruled out 
making any announcement 
about his future political 
plans during the State of the 
City. 

“It should not be politi- 
cal,” he said of the State of 
the City. 

During his 2018 State 
of the City address, Koch 
identified new  infrastruc- 
ture improvements meant 


to improve the commute for 
motorists while also ben- 
efiting cyclists and pedes- 
trians. Those infrastructure 
improvements included 
new state-of-the-art traffic 
management systems at key 
intersections, the launch of 
a bike-sharing program and 
creation of new bike lanes, 
and bonds to pay for im- 
provements to roads, sewers 
and water mains. 

Koch also announced 
plans to sign an econom-. 
ic-development pact with 
County Cork, Ireland, dur- | 
ing his 2018 speech, as part 
of the ongoing Quincy400 
initiative.

“He does a number of 
characters to engage kids,” 
Papile said. “They were 
very responsive.

Mayor James A. Sheets said that he will likely sub- 
mit his budget of $123,600,000 for fiscal 1992 by level 
funding fire, police and education while cutting all other 
departments by four percent. 

The budget, which will be submitted to the City Coun- 
cil for approval the first week in April, doesn’t include 
money for capital outlay or raises for employees in the 
city’s 21 unions.

Embraces, kisses, tender 

exchanges. are a few of the 
fundamental components 
of our close relationships. 
Researchers are discover- 
ing that the connections 
that we possess with others 
can exhibit formidable ef- 
fects on our health. Social 
networks, whether with 
romantic partners, family, 
friends or neighbors, can 
all have-an impact on our 
well-being. Scientists sug- 
gest that solid social ties are 
associated with a longer life, 
while loneliness and social 
seclusion are linked to infe- 
rior health, depression, and 
an enhanced risk of early 
demise. 

Studies have found that 
having an aséottment of so- 
cial relationships may assist 
in reducing stress and car- 
diac risks, give you a more 
positive outlook on life and 
could actually expand your 
ability to fight off patho- 
gens. Additionally, physi- 
cal contact can trigger the 


release of horfnones and 


chemicals in the brain that 
make us feel good and sub- 


sequently may have other: 


biological advantages. 

A study done at Ohio 
State University indicated 
a strong link between mar- 
riage and good health. 
Married couples tend to 
live longer and have better 
heart health than unmar- 
ried’ couples. Studies have 
also found that when one 
spouse improves their be- 
haviors, such as by exercis- 
ing or eating healthier, the 
other spouse is likely to do 
so, too. But if a relationship 
isn’t thriving, it could have 
substantial negative health- 
related consequences. 

In studies funded from the 
National Institute of Health, 
researchers found that be- 
havior during conflict can 
affect wound healing and 
levels of stress hormones 
in the blood. The problem- 
atic topics, precipitating this 
conflict included money, 


in-laws,~and communica- 


tion. Couples with increased 


hostility toward each other 
showed enhanced negative 
changes, including surges 
in stress hormones and 
inflammation-related mol- 
ecules, and an increased risk 
for weight problems. In an- 
other study from Michigan 
State University, scientists 
found that good marriage 
quality is linked to reduced 
risk of developing cardio- 
vascular disease, while bad 
marriage quality is tied to 
increased risk, particularly 
in women. This study also 
examined the associations 
between late-life sexual- 
ity and health, including 
whether sex among the very 
old is beneficial or risky to 
heart health. Data suggested 
that for many older people, 
sex quality and sex life are 
important factors to overall 
quality of life. In one analy- 
sis, researchers found that 
older women who reported 
having a satisfying sex life 
were at reduced risk for 
high blood. pressure 5 years 
later. But the researchers 
also found that some older

men, ages 57 to 85, were 
at.increased risk for certain 
heart-related problems after 
5 years if they reported hav- 
ing frequent sex. 

Dr. Sheldon Cohen, a 
psychologist at Carnegie 
Mellon University in Pitts- 
burgh, has been examin- 
ing the links between ‘re- 
lationships and health for 
more than thirty years. In 
one study, his research- 
ers exposed more than 200 
healthy volunteers to the 
common cold virus and 
monitored them for a week 
in a controlled setting. They 
found that the more varied 
a person’s social network 
was, as well as the more 
types of connections they 
possessed, the less likely 
they were to develop a cold 
after exposure to the virus. 
They also noted that people 
with more types of connec- 
tions also tend to have bet- 
ter health behaviors such as 
not smoking or drinking and 
added positive emotions. 

The scientists have also 
been investigating wheth- 


er merely believing you 
have strong social support 
may help safeguard a per- 
son against the damages of 
stress. Longstanding c¢on- 
flicts with others tend to be 
compelling stressors that 
can have a detrimental ef- 
fect on health. However, the 
effects are cushioned by a 
person’s perceived social 
support. Those individuals 
who experience excessive 
levels of conflict and low 
levels of social support are 
much more prone to becom- 
ing ill when exposed to a vi- 
rus. But those with high con- 
flict and high levels of social 
support seem to be protect- 
ed.- Furthermore, hugging 
appeared to protect a person 
against stress. Those who 
described obtaining more 
frequent hugs were less apt 
to develop an infection after 
viral exposure. 

It is evident that social 
ties can have diverse ef- 
fects on our health and well- 
being. Generally, research 
proposes that the benefits of

connections with others can 
prevail over any risks. Data 
supports that it is funda- 
mentally healthy for people 
to attempt to belong to as- 
sorted groups, to volunteer 
in diverse ways, and be en- 
gaged with an organization 
or immersed in their neigh- 
borhood activities. Engage- 
ment with other individuals 
amidst a variety of situa- 
tions can result in an excep- 
tionally beneficial effect on 
health and happiness.

PERIODONTAL SCREENING 


An effective way to assess 
the health of a patient’s gums 
involves measuring the depth 
of the groove (known as the 
“sulcus”) found between the 
teeth and surrounding gum 
tissue. To do so, the dentist 
simply slips a periodontal 
probe (that is calibrated in 
millimeters) in the spaces 
below the gum tissue along- 


side each tooth. In cases of 


healthy gums, these “pock- 
ets” will measure no deeper 
than 1-3 millimeters. When 
the pockets are found to 
range from 3-5 millimeters, 
this is taken as a sign of early 
gum disease (or Lb ong 
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gum disease (“periodontitis”).

Percent Of My Benefit 
Will My Spouse Get?

Dear Rusty: I have heard many different answers on this 
but there are so many scenarios I can’t seem to find an an- 
swer to mine. My wife and I were both born in 1959 and 
we boih turn 60 next year, Both of us will be eligible for 
Social Security based on our work records to date, but my 
SS benefit is much larger than hers. Scenario: Say we both 
retire from work at 60. For simplicity let’s say neither of 


‘us works in retirement, my wife claims Social Security at 


age 62 and I claim at my:full retirement age of 66 plus 10 
months. What will her spousal benefit be, as a percentage of 
my benefit, when she starts receiving it when I claim at my 
full retirement age? Signed: Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning: A spouse claiming benefits at full retire- 
ment age (FRA) can get 50% of the higher earning spouse's 
FRA benefit, if that amount is.more than she is entitled to 
on her own record, But if your wife claims, her own Social 
Security retirement benefit.early at age 62, her - spousal | ben- 
efit will be reduced even if it starts at her full retirement age. 
The reason is that her total spousal benefit will be the sum 
of her own age 62 benefit plus a “spousal boost” computed 
from both of your FRA benefit amounts - the spousal boost ” 
will be the difference between your wife’s own FRA benefit 
amount and 4% of your FRA benefit amount. 

: if your wife’s Social Security 
benefit at her full retirement age is $1,000 and your benefit 
at your full retirement age is $2,400, your wife’s spousal 
boost-would be $200 ($1,200 minus $1,000). If your wife 
has reached her FRA when. you claim benefits that amount 
would be added to her reduced age 62 benefit of $708 
(70.8%. of her FRA benefit amount), which would: make 
your wife’s total spousal benefit amount $908 ($708 plus 
the $200 spousal boost). 

So, in this example, your wife’s total benefit would be 
about 38% of your FRA benefit amount, rather than the 50% 
she would get by waiting until her full retirement age to ap- 
ply for both benefits. You can apply that same formula using 
your currently estimated. FRA benefit amounts as provided 
by Social Security to arrive at a more precise percentage, 
but it will be somewhere in the 38% range, reduced from 
50% because she is taking her own Social Security retire- 
ment benefit at age 62, 

Of course, your wife’s own full retirement age benefit 
must be less than 50% of your FRA benefit for her to even 
be eligible for a spousal benefit. And, since you were both 
born in 1959, if you both claim benefits some months before 
your wife has reached her full retirement age, her “spousal 
boost” amount will be actuarially reduced according to.the 


“number of months before she reaches FRA that you claim. 


The only way your wife can get the full 50% of your FRA 
benefit amount is by waiting until she has reached her full 
retirement age to claim Social Security benefits.

During the public hear- 
ing portion of the meeting, 
Carmella Pizziferri, a Grove 
Street resident, said traffic 
in the area is already prob- 
lematic. 

“T’m all for development 
in the city, but that particu- 


‘lar area...from my street, 


which is Grove, down Bates 
Avenue onto Willard Street, 
is a nightmare for traffic,” 
she said. 

In addition, Pizziferri 
said left-hand turns from the

What is the Difference Between a Funeral Service and a Memorial Service? 


Some people use the terms funeral service and memorial service interchangeably leading 
to some confusion on the issue. However, there is a distinct difference between the two. A 
- funeral service is a ceremony where the deceased person is present. A memorial service is a 
ceremony where the deceased person is not present. ~

methods of disposition. It is the ceremony itself - the funeral or memorial service - that 
brings a family and community together to recognize what has happened, find support, 
seek consolation and begin the journey of grief.

While the eastern Massa- 
chusetts economy remained 
strong during 2018, the 
Norfolk County real estate 
market continued to experi- 
ence mixed results when it 
came to sales and mortgage 
lending activity, according 
to a report from Register of 
Deeds William O’ Donnell. 

“A yearly review of 2018 
real estate activity in Nor- 
folk County showed a total 
of 18,124 residential and 
commercial real estate sales 
transactions. This represent- 
ed a two. percent decrease 
from 2017,” O’ Donnell said. 
“However, the volume of 
residential and commercial 
total dollar sales increased 
by 19 percent last year. The 


average sales, again both 
residential and commercial, 
was $841,414, an increase 
of 22 percent from the pre- 
vious year.” 
_O’Donnell noted there 
was an eight percent reduc- 
tion in the number of land 
documents recorded at the 
Registry in 2018 with a to- 
tal of 141,159 compared to 
152,927 in 2017. “A key fac- 
tor in the overall decrease in 
land documents recorded,” 
O’Donnell said, “stemmed 
from the reduced number 
of mortgages filed at the 


Registry. A total of 24,503 . 


mortgages were recorded 
in 2018, representing an 11 
percent decrease from 2017. 
Also, total mortgage financ-

ing closed at $17.7 billion, 
a six percent decrease from 
the previous year.” 

In 2018 on the consum- 
er front, Norfolk County 
residents continued to avail 
themselves of the protec- 
tions provided by the Home- 
stead Act. A total of 12,102 
Homesteads were recorded, 
resulting in a four percent 
decrease from 2017. 

O’Donnell reiterated

Foreclosure activity saw 
some improving signs. A to- 
tal of 221 foreclosure deeds 
were filed in Norfolk Coun- 
ty during 2018 compared to 
268 in the previous year, an 
18 percent decrease. Addi- 
tionally, Notice to Foreclose 
Mortgage, the first step in 


the foreclosure process, also- 


decreased by 10.9 percent 
during the same period.

He said the average sale 
price for all properties in 
the county — commercial 
and residential — was up 22 
‘percent in 2018 compared to 
- 2017, while in Quincy the 
average sale price increased 
by 30 percent. 

“The average sale price 


countywide went up 22- 


percent. [In 2017], we 
had an average sale price 
for both commercial and 
residential of $691,011.46 
and in 2018 countywide it 
went up to $841,414.58. 
That’s an increase of 
over...$150,403.12 or 
a 22~ percent increase,” 
O’Donnell said. 

“Quincy exceeded that. 
In Quincy, the 2017 aver- 


age sale price for commer- 
cial and residential...it was 
$559,071.12. and in'2018 it 
was $724,809. That’s over 
almost a $166,000 increase 
or plus 30 percent.” 

Inventory — the amount 
of properties available 
for sale — remained low 
in- Quincy and throughout 
Norfolk County for much of 
2018, O’Donnell said based 
on feedback he heard from 
the attorneys and real estate 
brokers who frequent his of- 
fice; more inventory started 
to come online later on in 
the year. The low inventory 
helped drive the increase in 
average sale price. 

“For a good part of 2018 
the brokers were saying 
there was just not enough 
inventory or houses to sell,” 
O’Donnell said. “Brokers 
and attorneys [were] telling 
us there was extra competi- 


tion. You could have three, 
four or five parties compet- 
ing: for one property. When 
that happens, that drives 
prices up. So there are less 
houses to sell and you have 
multiple people compet- 
ing for that property. So 
even though the document 
volume was down and the 
deeds was down, the prices 
were up. 

“The brokers are say- 
ing as 2018 ended there 
was more inventory — more 
houses on the market — but 
overall for 2018, they were 
saying there just wasn’t 
enough properties to sell.” 

He said the decrease in 


_ mortgages was in part due 


to rising interest rates. 
“Another reason the 
mortgages are down prob- 
ably is the interest rates 
have been creeping up.

est rates, people who have 
refinanced are not going 
to refinance, so mortgages 
are down in that regard,” 
O’Donnell said. “A lot of 
what does happen locally 
does get tied in to what is 
going on nationally as far as 
interest rates and the Federal 
Reserve.” 

O’Donnell later noted 
that refinancing applications 
started increasing later in 
the year, possibly because 
people are concerned inter- 
est rates will rise again. 

“Tl heard refinance ap- 
plications are up, so that’s 
kind of interesting because 
the interest rates have crept 
up. Maybe people are do- 
ing it because they’re afraid 
they’ll go up more,” he said. 

O’Donnell said it remains 
to be seen what will happen 
in the real estate market in 
2019. Interest rates, and the 
economy as a whole, will 
factor into the market. 

“We'lt see. what 2019 
brings.

The city has also pur- 
chased the site of the former 
St. Mary School in West 
Quincy, where a new el- 
ementary school could po- 
tentially open in the future. 
Koch said the replacement 
or renovation of the Squan- 
tum Elementary School re- 
mains the city’s top priority. 

“That was in line be- 
fore we chased the St. 
Mary School site -— we 
talked about Squantum be- 
fore that,” the mayor said. 
“{Squantum] is the most dif- 
ficult school plant we have 


— the condition of that build- . 


ing. The additions that were 


-put on that: building were 


not quality additions and we 
have had a lot of issues with 
that building.” 

While Koch supports 
constructing an elemen- 
tary school at the St. Mary 
School site, he said the 
School Committee and City 
Council would have a say in 
what happens there. 

“It’s been taken for edu- 
cational purposes,” Koch 
said. “I have suggested 
that’s a good site for an el- 
ementary school. At the 
end of the day, the School 
Committee will have a say 
on that and the City Coun- 
cil will have a say on that 
based on funding requests. 
So we'll see.”

Beyond the Squantum 
Elementary School, the 
mayor said there are no oth- 
er school facilities that will 
need replacing in the near 
future. He noted the city has 
worked with the MSBA to 
complete repairs at a num- 
ber of school buildings in 
recent years, including proj- 
ects to replace windows, 
doors, roofs and boilers. 

“We’ve been doing work 
on all the old buildings,” 
Koch said. ““We’ ve been do- 
ing boilers and doors. and 
roofs. A lot of the buildings 
that were built well, some of 
the old timers, are gorgeous 
buildings and were , built 
very well, so we’re in pretty 
good shape.” 

Two. middle. schools -— 
Atlantic and Broad Mead- 
ows, both of which opened 


in the 1950s — could require 
more extensive work in the 
coming years. 

“Going forward, Atlantic 
and Broad Meadows are go- 
ing to need work. They were 
built in the ‘50s. We contin- 


_ue to work on them and try 


to maintain them and keep 
up with them,” Koch said. 
“You go into the audito- 


riums, the chairs are the old. 


wooden chairs and they’re 
not in great shape. My guess 
is we'll set our sight on 
some of those buildings.” 

At this time, the mayor 
said neither of those build- 
ing would need to be re- 
placed. 

“Through . rehabilitation 
and updating, I think they 
would be adequate,” Koch 
said.

“We’re getting closer to 
the options on the public 
safety headquarters with 
the architectural firm, so 
my guess is we’re going to 
be before the council in the 
spring with a proposal on 
replacing the current police 
station and dealing with fire 
— at least the administrative 
portion,” Koch said. 

“We may not build a new 
place for apparatus there. 
It’s a little more complicated 
when you are dealing with 
response times. I don’t want 
to have any adverse affects 
on any neighborhoods for 
response times, so we may 
end up not putting any ap- 
paratus there, but all the ad- 
min will be there along with 
your 9-1-1 center for-police 
and fire all in one roof.” 

“T’d also put emergency 
management in that build- 
ing and we're looking at 
other municipal uses there,” 
the mayor added. 

Koch identified three 
other departments _ that 
could move into the build- 
ing. They are the Health 
Department, now located at 
East Squantum Street in a 
building it shares with. the 
Council on Aging; the In- 
spectional Services Depart- 
ment, located within the De- 
partment of Public Works 
building at 55 Sea St.; and 


the Veterans Services De- 
partment, now located on 


High School Avenue. 

“We’re looking to move 
the Health Department there 
and get it back into the cen- 
ter of the city. The senior 
center — Kennedy Center 
— continues to expand with 
programming and numbers, 
so they could use that space 
easily for programming,” 
Koch said. 9 

“Jay Duca’s operation — 
Inspectional Services — they 
are on top of each other at 
55 Sea St. It makes sense 
to move them over. I’d 
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also move Veterans Service 
probably in that- building 
and sell the bungalow on 
High School Avenue.” 

The mayor said there is 
no price tag yet for the new 
facility, but . estimated it 
could cost up to $80 million 
to construct. 

“Tt could’ be anywhere 
from $60 to $80 million is 
my guess,” Koch said. 

The mayor said there 
has been some discussion at 
the state level to start a new 
program to help municipali- 
ties construct public safety 
buildings, -similar to state 
programs already in place 
for schools and libraries. 


“There is no current pro- - 


gram,” Koch said. “Much 
like there is a program in 
place for schools, and there 
is a program in place for 
library renovation and ex- 
pansion, there has been talk 
about the state doing some 
kind of program for fire- 
houses and police stations, 
but there is nothing today. 
If something should happen, 
we'll certainly [apply] for 
that.” 

The formér home of the’ 
Bryan Post and the shelter 
run by Father Bill’s could 
both wind up being tor 
down to make way for the 
new municipal building. 

“The Bryan Post, the 
Father Bill’s building loca- 
tion...the parking lot that 
exists today where the po- 
lice station is. All of that 
would be in play for the new 
structure,” Koch said. 

“We would - probably 
build a parking structure 
on the Broad Street side so 
it wouldn’t all be surface 
parking. We'd probably 
have at least one deck with 


two levels of parking to 
serve the complex.” 

The current police station 
would be demolished after 
the new facility opened. The 
mayor said-that space would 
complement the new build- 
ing and could be used for ei- 
ther parking or green space. 

“Ideally you’d probably 
build the building behind 


- it and then knock it down,” 


Koch said of the current po- 
lice station. “Then it would 
become part of the grounds 
of the new complex. Part of 
it could be parking. Part of it 
could be green space.” 

The three-story © City 
Hall annex building was 
constructed in the 1970s. 
The all-glass building is 
now home to a number of 
city departments, includ- 
ing the mayor’s office, the 
City Clerk’s Office, the City 
Council office, the Board 
of Assessors, the Treasurer/ 
Collector’s Office and the 
Law, Municipal Finance and 
Purchasing Departments. 

Koch said the building 
is reaching the age where a 
renovation or replacement 
would be necessary. 

“We have to look at the 
current conditions. The 
building is at the age where 
the roof needs to be done, 
the HVAC needs to be re- 
placed, the windows are 
starting to fail. There is no 
fire suppression system in 
the building. The elevator 
has lived its useful life,” the 
mayor said. 

“So over the next five to 


ten years, you’re going to 


have to spend millions into 
that glass building. Or do 
we do something else? I’m 
just not there yet on that 
something else.”

“I don’t know. that any- 


body would miss that build-_ 


ing, quite frankly,’ Koch 
added. “I think it’s grown 
on some’ people, but I don’t 
think anybody ever fell in 
love with that building. | 
know architecture is very 
subjective, but I think it 
was a feeble attempt. I think 
the concept was ‘the new 
reflecting the old’ with the 
reflective glass, but it never 
worked on me.” 

Government at all levels, 
Koch said, does an insuf- 
ficient job of maintaining 
infrastructure such as public 
buildings and punting the 
problem down the road will 
only make things more ex- 
pensive in the end. 

“One of the things we 
don’t do very well in gov-. 
erment -— I don’t care 
where you go, municipal 
government, state govern- 
ment, federal government 
— iS maintaining things. 
We’ve been spending a lot 
of time, resources over the 
last several years on schools 
and firehouses — on old in- 
frastructure,” Koch said.

it all the time. They put x 
amount of years in...The 
big they ’re 
constantly renovating and 
updating infrastructure and 
technology. 

“You just can’t keep ig- 


corporations, 


‘noring it and pushing it off, 


because at some point .it 
costs more money when you 
push it off.” 

Plans for the future of 
City Hall could be tied to 
the development of the 
Quincy Center MBTA sta- 
tion, Koch said. The T is 
working with DJ. MacK- 
innon of Hingham-based 
Atlantic Development. and 
Bozzuto Development of 
Maryland to plan a mixed- 
use development there. 

“How do we interface 
with that? What ends up be- 
ing there? It is a commer- 
cial operation? Residential? 
How does that interact with 
the Hancock-Adams Com- 
mon? I think all of those 
things will kind of play it- 
self out over time,” Koch 
said. 

“Maybe that building 
goes away and the new City 
Hall goes into a complex 


that DJ. is building. Who 
knows? We'll talk about all 
those things. We want to 
make sure that we're be- 
ing efficient and being wise 
with the money.” 

The T also selected At- 
lantic and Bozzuto to de- 
velop the North Quincy sta- 
tion’s parking lot. Koch said 
ah agreement between those 
entities to develop the North. ‘ 
Quincy station has been fi- 
nalized, and all parties can 
start planning for the Quin- 
cy Center development. 

“The T board was hold- 
ing off until the North Quin- 
cy deal was finally signed, 
which it was. That’s all been 
finalized — the North Quincy 
project with DJ. MacKin- 
non and Bozzuto. Now the 
T will focus on Quincy Cen- 
ter on the next phase,” Koch 
said. @ 

“The good part is the 
[Quincy Center] garage 
has been taken down. They 
couldn’t have done anything 
there while that work was 
going on. There is still a lot 
of planning to do before we 
talk about a specific proj- 
ect.”

Militaria --- Military col- 
lectibles are more -than 
swords and guns, although 
there are many antique and 


vintage weapons at auction. . 


But there also are many oth- 
er collectibles: uniforms, 
photographs or earlier da- 
guefreotypes, - scrimshaw, 
jewelry made from coins, 
vases made from brass bul- 
let casings, ‘stitched-wool 
pictures of boats, and many 
other crafts that were made 
during free time on ‘ships, 
land or in prison camps. 
The earliest ones found in 
sales and stores today prob- 
ably are the intricate ship 
models and other crafts 
from the 1700s. 

During the Napoleonic 
Wars (1793-1815), over 
120,000 . French prison- 
ers were held in camps in 
England. There was noth- 
ing to. do, so they began 
making all sorts of things 
from. materials at ‘hand, 
like straw,-wood and bones 
from pigs.and mutton eaten 
at dinner, and ivory from 


_whales. The prisoners were 


not volunteers;. they. had 


. been conscripted and left 


lives as carpenters, farm- 
ers and tradespeople with 
many skills. The British 
let the prisoners sell their 
handiwork and keep the 
money. Gifts for children 
were popular, and games 
like dominoes and cribbage 
were easy to make from 
square or rectangular piec- 
es of bone. They were then 
given markings heeded for 
the game. 

One such set of dominoes

She noted some students 
utilized guidance counselors 
and health intervention staff 
in conjunction with the pre- 
sentations. 

“It’s. very powerful 
stuff,” Papile said: 

At the middle school 
level, the theatrical group, 
The Improbable Players, 
was schedule to present a 
program last week. The pre- 
sentation focuses on alcohol 
and opioid addition, and ac- 
tors portraying recovering 
addicts. 

Another theatrical group, 
Drug Story Theater, present- 
ed its:program last fall in the 
middle schools.

Committee member An- 
thony Andronico noted that 
Quincy is “staying ahead of 
the curve” on vaping where 
the substance use preven- 
tion program is now includ- 
ing a piece on its dangers. 

“Last month, the federal 
government declared vap- 
ing an actual epidemic,” he 
said. “You are already start- 


ing to put in safeguards on 
vaping-in the schools...edu- 
cating our students about 
the dangers that there is not 
just water in there. It’s really 
dangerous.” 

Some health officials 
have voiced concerned 
about the skyrocketing use 
of e-cigarettes among teen- 
agers. The electronic devic- 
es heat a cartridge filled with 
a flavored liquid containing 
nicotine and other chemi- 


-eals that produce an aerosol 


that is inhaled. Some studies 
have linked the toxins in the 
aerosol to cause cancer and 
heart and lung disease. 

Papile said that although 
a week is set aside for sub- 
stance use prevention in 
the schools, activities and 
events are held throughout 
the year.
